This. is the story of what might 
have been an average American 
lumily living an average Ameri- 
can life had it not been for the 
ever-dccurring incidents (usual- 
ly humorous) which led to an 
envolved plot. The head of the 
family was Dad Bence, played 
excellently by Bill Beckett, who, 
in playing tho character role of 
a rather grouchy old man, set 
in his ways, making lots of mon- 
ey, yet remaining stingy, may 
easily have been said to have 
stolen the show. The story 
moves quickly when Kate, play- 
ed by Janice LlhdquisW, the pet 
of the family, a bit radical and 
impetuous, and a girl with big 
ideas, returns to her home and 
suddenly marries the stammer- 
ing young plumber who has 
worshipped her for years but 
has never before met her.. This 
leading role was taken by Mor- 
ris Foye. Kate’s ‘objective in 
marrying the man was to prove 
to Dude, played by Bill Glover, 
who was a wealthy young man 
with whom she was actually in 
love, of her independence. The 
whole plot backfires when Mary 
Scott, playing the role of kid 
sister and doing a fine job of It, 
gets a school girl crush on 
“Kempy” who, even though he 
i is now her brother-in-law, finds 
her rather appealing too. A 
drunken brawl, a fist fight, and 
a little love-making all add to 
the story and cause it to be a 
play well-remembered by all. 
Supporting roles were played by 
Claire Macy, Edward Hickcox 
and Margaret Barton who did 
good jobs.

As Track Team Wins Two 


GOULD TRACKSTERS TAKE 
EDWARD LITTLE 


Bethel, May 7— In the second 
meet of the season the Gould 
trackmen had a field day as they 
got ten firsts out of thirteen 
events, defeating Edvfrard Littie 
by a score of 74-43. Jerry Davis, 
who set a new school record in 
the high jump in the Cheverus 
meet on April 29, this week took 
four firsts and set two new rec- 
ords— in the discus and shot. .His 
records now stand ati high 
jump, 6 feet 9 inches; discus, 
140 feet 11 and three quarters 
inches; and shot, 42 feet 1 and 
three quarters inches. With Da- 
vis garnering 20 points and 
Dodge and Klain, each winning 
two events, grabbing 10 each, 
the Gould team was out on the 
road to another win. And with 
Richmond Davis’s win in the 
high hurdles and Philbrick’s 
conquest of the 440, added to the 
numerous seconds and thirds 
taken by other members of the 
Blue and Gold team, the meet 
was in the bag. 

Owing to a high wind all times 
were slower than might be ex- 
pected, but Klain equalled the 
field record in the 100 yard dash 
with the winning time of 10.7. 
Other times were also better 
than expected.
